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REMARKS 

In a final OflSce Action mailed June 1, 2005, claims 1, 4-6, 10, 1 1, 13, 20, 21 and 25-28 
were rejected. The rejected claims have all been canceled in this response. 

Claims 12, 29, 30 and 31 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim. 
In addition, the Applicant notes that the prior office action mailed November 17» 2004 had also 
objected to claims 12 and 29-31, considering them allowable if rewritten in independent form. In 
this response and amendment, applicant has rewritten claims 12 and 29 in independent fonh 
based on the prior response. Each of these claims is believed to be in condition for allowance. 

New claims 32-41 are also presented in this response. Each depends from allowable 
claim 29 and is therefore believed to be in condition for allowance. 

CONCLUSION 

AppUcant requests reconsideration mi allowance of the pending claims. 
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
